Mandragola- 4th St (83 E 4) 5/28, 1 pro- World Telegram 
Sun-and 5 cons-filed on Vincent Spar production of I6th century 
Machiavelli play staged by Dran Seitz, An acceptably amusing 
talented production, sated WTS reviewer, But colleagues panned 
play, production, direction, acting and adaption, Several noted 
that the constant laughing of the onstage characters was not cop- 
ied by members of the audience, Atkinson, Times, believes 1518 
play could possibly be handled by superb stylists, but fears that 
current version is labored, humorless and coarse without being 
funny. Costumes, lighting and songs by Roger Starr were only 
items he praised. Kerr, Herald Tribune, also felt that play it- 
self probably has some merit, but thought production heavy - 
handed and extra-leering in both acting and direction, Cole- 
man, Mirror, was only con reviewer to okay production, but he 
thought play today seems labored and juvenile.

Though they are efficient to a degree most of these sys- 
tems are never on long enough during the warm weather to 
more than tease an audience, Often it is the cast members 
that demand that the noisy machines be turned off. Often it 
is the producer saving electricity or ice, Whatever the rea- 
son and/or excuse the result is the same. 


If NY theatre-goers are ready for such new playwrights 
as Ionesco and Beckett, the least the producers and house man- 
agers cando is to install the latest in modern air conditioning 
to go along with the new plays. .
